Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Ryan and Examiner Kim discussed the inclusion of 
dependent claim 3 and 4 into independent claim 1, which would allow it to fall into condition for allowance. 
Furthermore, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 101 were discussed, specifically how a crawl of web page subsets does 
not result in a useful tangible result. Applicant proposed appending the following language, "to discover and update 
the web pages in a catalog of possible search results," to independent claim 1 . However, no agreement was reached 
as to whether such an amendment would overcome the 101 rejection in that the web-crawling may not find any 
changes or updates in the web pages, such that no updates would be made to the catalog of search results 

Additionally, the similarity between the claimed invention and prior art since some variant of a schedule would be 
inherent to the claimed invention. That is, the predictive analysis would lead to the system determining when the next 
web-crawl should occur, and accordingly perform a web-crawl in light of a schedule. 
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
